THE IMFENBINO DANQER. 

Tbo publio ore neJw aroused to a senso 
of the danger which threatens the Prov- 
ince, and mqreimmediately Victoria City 
arising iioxa the andaoiouB course pursued 
by a few unprincipled luid needy office 
fleokors and their uusorupuloua partisans. 
These, actuated by no higher motive tbnn 
an overweening desire to obtnin luciiru- 
tivQ ministerial portfolios, with coutiug- 
ent patronage, are prepared towards the 
accomplishment of such an end to aaori- 
fioe the best interests of the country. Act- 
ing in secret caucus those plotters initiate 
schemes by which, nnder specious reason- 
ings, false and bold luisreprosontations 
and inflummatory addresses, thoy ondcn- 
▼or to sot aside ))uro and healthy publio 
soutimont and Hubstitnto therefor a spur- 
ious party mob fanaticism which, blindly 
following an unprincipled leadership, re- 
fuses to listen to fair argument or give 
any hearing whatovor to those who in the 
country's interest dissent from thorn. 

Tho two recent so-called public meet- 
ings wore u fair criteriou of the pioturo wo 
now pourtray. They were initiated, regu- 
lated and controlled generally by d-s- 
cisious arrived at in a Bocrot society meet- 
ing previously hold, and of which tho 
lata Cabinet of tho dethroned Walkem 
Ministry were the head centre, back- 
ed by a few individuals who are 
so notorions in this connection 
as to make public mention of 
their names unuocossary. Last Monday 
night's meeting waa nothing short of a 
public disgrace— but tlieworsu the better. 
The refusal to give a fair hearing to one 
gentleman, who had the courage boldly 
to take tho platform and pIaco tho po- 
litical situation in its true light, carried 
with it tilt! marketl disapproval of the in- 
fclligeuco of ihccommnnity. People Iiavo 
awakened to an appreciation of their 
danger, and the views so plnckily enunci- 
ated by Mr. Gray in the enemies' camp, 
have caused serious public reflection and 
cordial endorsement. Mr. Gray showed 
that as Premier of the Province Mr. 
Elliott could not listen to any dictation 
from an individual constituency; that to 
tho LogisLitiiro ho was alone in such 
cadacity rosponaiblo, and tlmt the pro- 

Eosition to "mob the Legislature" would 
fraught with disaster to Victoria, as it 
would inevitably lead to tho removal of 
the capital. These are home truths, which 
all who pause for a moment to reflect can 
see. 

Is our city to be sicriQeod to tho am- 
bitious designs of oiUee huniorsV Citi^.uiis! 
Ciu yon atlbrd to lose your prosperity 
tLat these men may be agran;Used? or is 
it not rather your interest to rouse your- 
selves to the occasion aud btamp oat this 
insidious organization, who call you 
. together as it suits their purposes to do 
thetr (not your) bidding, under tlio 
thin guiso of a "ma-:B nicnti:ig?" 

Anotlxer point made by the bfiforenain- 
ed speaker at the meeting of j\Ioiulay 
night waa his opinion that tho "fight iMac- 
Icenzie" policy had been followed too long 
already for the country's welfare, and that 
Provincial interests demanded from our 
people and Govern raent a more concilia- 
tory touo towarcbs tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, which demeanor could co-exist with 
the firm but respectful adherence to tho 
rights of 13iiti.-h Columbia. PolicyatuU 
timea pointed to this course; but with 
the p;ononnced expressions of the Im- 
perial Government in this direction it 
were simply suicidal to attempt to carry 
out the extreme nn usures laid down on 
the Chartist progi:uumo, which throwa 
down the gauntlet alike to tho Dominion 
and Imperial Guvciumeuts. Tliat there 
exists a secret political socity in this com- 
munity is apparent to tbo moat skeptical, 
and that its iiuiueuco is pernicious and 
baneful to tho best interests alike of the 
rro\ iuce and of tho City wo have shown 
lieyoiid tlio power of refutation. The 
public Kafety r<Miniies it^> imiuoiliato — its 
uttL-r c'xtiri)atioii. Its loadia's wo have 
designated; its partisans we have fore- 
chadowod,aiid wo now state tho society's 
namo — it is tho Carnarvon Club. 
It is composed of twenty or thirty men 
who meet and plot against the peace and 
prosperity of Victoria Citj', wlio pack 
every public meeting t(j tUflo tlie voice of 
Free Discussion; and who lia-r,-) at last 
tried public patience to its nimosv, and 
caused honest, lawaliiding citizens to lin- 
viSQ measures for .self-protection and for 
the preservation of Viciaiii> a4 lh£,-6r.i'jt^l 
cf the Province.

Publio Meeting at Saanioh. 

From twenty to thirty persons met on 
Tuesday evening at the Agricultural Hull, 
Saanich (tho heavy rain preventing a 
great many from attending) to discuss 
political issues. 

Mr. Bryant was voted to tho chair and 
Mr. Mcllniyol actid as Secretary. 

Mr. Win. Ti.dtnio read the following 
letter from Dr. Tolmio, explaining bis 
absence, etc., which was well rocoived: 
To /he J'Jledors of Novth and Soii/h Scuinich. 

Okntlkmk.n, — Having committoo busi- 
ness every day, fio.n early in tbo fore- 
noon; aud many other inattors to look 
after, some of which will almost certainly 
be up in tho House to-day, I regret thut 
it is impossible for me to attend your 
public meeting called for this evening at 
7 p. m. 

It is therefore due to you, gnntlenifn, 
us well as to myself, that I should biielly 
Btato why I have stauucbly Hupp'jrte<l the 
Provincial Government iu its unciualifiod 
acceptance of Earl Carnarvon's wise and 
peacemaking proposals that all questions 
of compensation, railway routes, and con- 
struction should, as between Canada and 
Columbia, be uft iu ubeyauco, o^, in 
miner's phrase, bo laid over for a year, 
by which time His Lorship hopes and bo 
lieves that contracts for construction can 
bo yis'en out for part of the British Col- 
umbia lino. Meautiiiio, in Londoii and 
Ottawa, comparisons an; bi ing made bo- 
tween rival routes, uiul, as His Lordship 
tells us, (lUestiouM are b.Miig submittiul to 
marine ongineL-rs aud otliors, relative to 
tbo selectiuu of a toriuinus itc. 

I support tho (ioveruiiient, 1. Bocriiise 
Columbia, by agreeing to tho delay, doo.i 
not, iu the slightest degree, abate, weaken, 
or invalidate her righteous demands on 
the Dominion. Ask tho opposition men 
who may address you to-nigbt to point 
out in plain terms and without ciroutulo- 
eiitions in v,-l;r.t way Columbia can injnrn 
horsolf by this conciliatory conrseV It 
will gratify our friends in the Dominion, 
aud iu Great Britain. 

I am with the (roveruiuout, 2. Because 
the course they have adopted will soon 
put an end to the senseless abase of Ctu- 
ada tho Walkemites have been indulgiug 
in for nearly three years, anil to which 
and their cowaniiy dread of facing tho 
people at the polls, in 1871, and early in 
1875, they, in reality, owe their merited 
downfall. Earl Dutloriu's jnimphlet ex- 
plains much in regard to Premier Mac 
kenzie that had previously been obscure 
to many. 

As Lurl Carnarvon writes— when the 

rOUt'J li.>-s licon tlcoi.loit, tlio nnoatiou uf 

compensiitiou will linally come up. 

If the lino couies to Es(|uiiiialt, our 
Mainland frieutls will hiivo tuo compen- 
sation. If it gous to Burrard Inlet, the 
compensation will be ours, and with the 
valuable mineral lands will suiHce surely 
to build tho Island line or it will not be 
the full indemnity tlue. 

That line will be of great service to the 
Mainland lino, because navigatiuii to Bur- 
rard Inlet from the straits of De Euca will 
ever nt cevtiiu seasons aud limes be dan- 
gerous, particularly for ships and steam- 
ers of large size. A direct supply of coal 
by rail to Esquimalt will, iu time of 
trouble, or uf war bo of incal- 
culable use of llor Majesty's navy. To 
shipowners in tho various ports of tho 
Piicitic aud elsewhere it will ba eneourag 
ing to learn that ani/ lime in the year n 
ship can, when tho railway is built to Es- 
quimau, be tbero laden in a fow dayo with 
coal. 

It takes weeks to get a lumber cargo; 
aud wheat, at Astoria, or Sun Francisco, 
can only be had in season. Such a state 
of things will bring custom to the Grav- 
ing Dock, when it is completed. 

Just think, my friends, what a wide- 
spread, intense, and lively enthusiasm 
must, a few years ago, have existed all 
through tho Uoininion, when the Mac- 
douahl-Curtier Government wore able to 
cany through Parliament a bill for the 
constructiou of a railway to the Paoilie iu 
ton, or at most fourteen years. That en- 
thusiasm for the railway, doubtless of 
blow growth and by so much tho most on- 
duriiig,tlio' of late dimmed by commercial 
depression, will ill better times again re- 
vive in a practical way. Tbe Canadiaus 
value our province, it is to them of great 
importance, as it also is to the Motlier- 
land. 

Itemember, too, that Great Britain has 
of late, with a falling revenue, had her 

t-hare of commercial distress, though to a 
much loss extent than Canada, ihiiain 
has also, for a year oi uiure, liad to i)ic- 
paru for a general European war whicUat 
tunes bus seemed imminent. 

The war cloud still threateus Europo, 
and the attention of British stateainen 
"lUSt still bo greatly engrossed thereby,

Mr. E. Browu on belialf of Mr. Dickon- 
BOQ introduced a JBill to iucoi'i)orato the 
British Columbia Imnranoe Company, 
which was read a tirst time. 

li.KSD ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Vornoii introchicod a Bill to 
amend the Land Act, 1875, which was 
rtad a first time. 

KOOTENAI MAIL. 

Mr; Milby moved that an hamble ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor tlio 
Lieutenant-Qovornor, pruning tluit ho 
will recommend to tlio Douiinion Ciuv- 
•rnmont tho abaoliite necessity of eslab 
lishing a monthly uiiiil botweeu Victoria 
and Kootonuy. The hon. mover stated 
that tbo contract for carrying the mail 
hai^ .expired; but there was a proposal bu- 
fore the Dominion Government for a 
monthly mail, and ho thought that if this 
Governmont were to back it it would bo au- 
oured. The difficulty that Kootemiy 
labored under for want of more froqueut 
mail service was very greut. 

Mr. Smith seconded and said he had 
moved a. similar reaolntioo six years in 
suocessioa; but no notice had been talien. 
The hon. gentleman drew a graphic des- 
cription of the prirations of miiior.s who 
had nothing to livo upon but pork and 
beauB. 

Mr. Humphroys— A very uico thing to 
lie back upon, (laughter. ) 

-Mr. Smith said thehou. goutlcmun.who 
laid on a feather bed and spring umttrcss 
and enjoyed all tbe Inxiiries of life to 
tempt tbo mobt fastidious appetite, could 
not appreciate privations of tbo poor min- 
er, (laughter.) 

Motion passed. 

LANDS. 

Mr. Beaveu moved that a select com- 
mittee, with power to call for persons, 
books and papers, bo appointed to take 
evidence and enquire- into the uiauncr in 
which lands within the Proviuce, and nny 
application therefor, have bonn dealt with 
during the past year by the Land Depart- 
ment, and report their proceediug.4, th.> 
evidence and information obtained, to 
tluH House. Tbe committee to consist of 
Messrs. Evans, Dickenson, Cr.iUagher, 
Williums and the mover, and to bit at the 
Land Department, A''i';toria. 

Mr. Walkem seconded. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said ho oflcred no ob- 
jections to the oHsential part of the re.''o- 
lution, although the cour.so was unuoual. 
He took excpption, however, to the pro- 
position to euablo the comiiiittco to sic nt 
the Land Olllco. Thero was no spare 
room at the Land Ofllue for the puiposo, 
«nd the committee slinnid occupy one of 
the rooms of this building. Pie also 
wished the committee to be balloted for. 
The objections of the Cliiof Commissioner 
wereentertaioed by striking out the words 
"sit at the Lund DepartniijDt," and the 
committee was balloted for— Mohsis. 
Beaven, Dickonson, Smitho, Evans and 
Morrison being elected.

the deBtructioii of thistles in rural dis- 
triots. The hon . mover and other hon. 
gentlomon, particularly tho hon. Mr. 
t^mitiie, .spoke ntrongly in favor of tho 
■ nocaasity of such a mousuro— Mr. Smitho 
Savoti^a eeuding it to a Select Ooinmittee.

readiner of this Bill, stating that , on the 
islands in Plumper Pass there are a num- 
ber of pastures which are well adapted to 
the raising of sheep. Settlers on the Is- 
lands had b 'ou subjected to a great deal 
of nnnoyunco by non-iicttlors and foreign 
ers who eanio from tho American islands, 
were not contributors to the revenue, and 
overstocked the pasturage. This Bill 
would incidontolly have the effect of pre- 
venting tho smuggling of sheep into tho 
Province which were now brought from 
Oicas and other islands, pastured on tlio 
IJritisli i<laiida for awhile and then sent 
to Victdria for Bale. The struggling 
settlors on tho islands were greatly 
injured by this praotioe and they deserv- 
ed jirotection. There was a provision in 
the Bill for branding all the sheep and 
for regi.steriiig tiie brands. Tliio wouhl 
juovent Mheep-stealing, which was very 
provuleut on the Plumper Pats islands — 
men running sloops alongside tho shore 
and stealing as munj sheep as they could 
find. The foreigners' sheep now mingled 
with the cettlera sheep, and both were 
driven olTand sold. Tlie system of brand- 
ing woul>l ]»nt an end to thi.s practice. 
The ai lik ra on the islands had ull appio 
red of this P.ill, one or two suggesting 
slight alloratiuns, which could be made 
in Committeo. 

Mr. Wnlk-jm raised some objections to 
tho Bill which might bo corrected incom- 
mitt'o. 

Hon. ?.!;■. Smitho rfaid that thoobjeotof 
tho J')ill was to f^ive the pasturago of tho 
isliviiils to bmia fide settlers. 

Mr. \Val]c< iii said it was important that 
foreigners should bo made to pay the du- 
ties uu the animals tboy brought in; but 
he did uot believe in class legislation. 
Speaking of woolen mills bo did not be- 
lieve tbnra were 50 tons of wool iu tho 
Province. 

Mr. Ijcaven tlioiight A'ancouver Island 
might 1)1) i^hiascd as an island of tho Gulf 
of (ieorgia (laugh. or.) Ho thought tho 
Bill misobieTouB in its tendency and if it 

did not include Vancouver Island ony 
person could evade tho tax by piiying a 
a record fee of $'1, 

Dr. A-^h o'ujL'cted to tho principle of 
tho Bill as biiiiig unfair. 

Mr. Piiubury said tho objection to tho 
present system tho settlers urged was that 
foreigners would destroy tbe pasturage 
of these islands with tho groat flocks of 
sheop, to the detriment of tho settlers. 
A.s a fctockiaiser ho Byinpathi/.ed with the 
trials of those who would bo bouelUted by 
this Bill. 

Mr. Humjihroys thought tho iiill niir,- 
chiovous, and amid great laughter con- 
tended that the Bill should specify that 
it was intended to apply to British 
islands. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that the prin- 
ciple of the Bill was to protect from 
damage actual settlors. The objectious 
could be very easy disposed of in com- 
mittee. He thought there was no danger 
of the Bill appl^;ing to Amenoan islands. 

Dr. Tolmie said that he had heard 
complaints from small settlers on these 
islands. Tho insertion of the word 
"Britisli" would cure the objection raised 
by the hon, Mr. Humphreys. Tho hoii. 
senior member for Cariboo had 'said that 
he was o^oposed to class legislation, but 
the whole tendency of legislation in 
Britain wni to advance the interests of 
the poor man, wliich this Bill was intend- 
ed to do. The prevention of niouoply 
and not the protection of mocopoly. 
Prancis W. Newman had said, "Soon, 
whoever n.ay be at the head of afTuirs iu 
Great Britain will have to make tbe moral 
interests and tho sound condition of tbe 
lowest peoi)lo tho first condition of tho 
State" (cheers.) 

The Bill wns then read a second time 
and the House went into Committee, Mr. 
Pimbury iu the Chair. 

Capt. Evanu moved an amendment to 
the eU'ect that no ono shall depasture 
sheep on Crown lands either on these is- 
lands or on the Mainland. 

Dr. Tolmio thought this u most uiis- 
L-hievous aniendmeut for it would allow 
strangers to como on tbe settlers' lands 
and feed them bare; whereas it would 
uot allow them to go on Crown lands. 

Hon, Mr. .Smitho said Opposition mom- 
burs ovideiitiy did not uucler.stand the 
purport of thu Bill, Mr. Walkem liatl said 
It would destroy aheop rai.'iing on tlicso 
islands, but it would do nothing of the 
kind. It would, by protecting it, develop 
and extend that important industry. Those 
islands wore small and would only sup- 
oorta limited number of sheep. On some 
of them there were several settlers who 
togctht r had just enough sheep to stock 
tho run, and all of them having a deep 
interest in the permanency of tho pastur- 
age, they were careful not to overstook 
the run, and thereby injure or destroy it; 
but what did all their care auiount to 
when an outsider might eomo in at a sea 
sou when the pasturage was good and by 
landing large llocka of sheep eat up in a 
few weeks the food that ought to support 
the settlers' llocks for the entire season. 
As soon as tho run bad been oaten down 
these strange sheep would of oourBe bo 
removed, and tho sotllers' sheep left to 
.starve tlu^ rest of tho year, aud their own- 
ers, the settlers, might starve, too, for 
anylliiiig tbo non-residont sheep owner 
would iMire. Ho thought those Kettlers 
had a legiliniftto claim to 2)roteetion, and 
this Bill would give it. Mr. Walkem 
would give a monopoly of the run on these 
islands to outsidors, who might have 
more capital than tlio residont Bottlers, 
but tho result would be that settlors would 
bo driven from their homos, and instead 
of having a permanent population contri- 
buting to tbe wealth and welfare of tbo 
country, we would liaTO a few migratory 
flncliH and thoir equally inigratoiy ov>-n 
fis. The proiiositicn to louse these islunds 
would n.'t work well at nil, ns it would 
also tend to give a monopoly to a few. 
ihero were on some of tho more fertile of 
tbe Islands quite a number cf residents, 
each of which would be ns mnoh entitled 
to ft lease as his neighbor, and it would 
not bo worth while for anyone 
to take a lease of loss than an entiro is- 
land. He could not sanotion Mr. Evans' 
amendment as that would leave tho set- 
tlers almost as much at tho mercy of out- 
sidei's as they were now. 

After some further discussion Mr. 
Smitho moved that tno Committee do now 
riso aud report progres.'j nod ask leave to 
refer the iiill to a Select Committeo. 

Carried —Coiuniittuo to consist of tho 
mover, Messrs, Pimbury, Gordon, W. 
Browu, Evans and Milby.

Indian Affairs. 

The annual re))ort of the De()artmcut 
of Interior contains the rei)ort5 of Indian 
Suporiutendeuts Powell aud Lonihan of 
British tJolumbia. Superintendent Pow- 
ell ailiules to tho difficult work of Chris- 
tianizing tho savage, but tpeaks highly of 
tho eir<n-tH of Jlr. Duncan at Metlakahtla 
and l\ev. Mr. Crosby at Fort Simiisou. 
Sums amounting to §1712 were distribut 
ed among the various i.iis.sionn during tho 
year, nud §259 65 worth of seeds was dis- 
tributed amongst the Coast and Island 
Indians. Tho appointment of the Com- 
mission is regarded with satisfaction. The 
census of tho Cowichnn bands living near 
Victoria is stated at (!08. Tho produce of 
Indian industries in iS75 was $5^9,304:; 
in 1870, s;iG7,151. Tho increasing mor- 
tality ainoiig th<3 Coast tribes is attributed 
to tho facility with which they procure 
Fpirils. 

Superintendent Lenihan reports a gen- 
eral feeling of coiiiidence among tho In- 
dians because ot tho appouitiueiit of the 
Commission. gin consociuence of the fresh- 
et ho was called ou to assist a large num- 
ber of Indians whose crops had been de- 
stroyed by the overflow. Tho Indian 
tribes he visited during the summer in 
variably introduced the land question. 
A careful census discloses tho fact that 
there aro botweeu 2000 and 3000 Indians 
below Yale, in tho Lower Eraser country, 
and about 12,500 in tho remainder of tho 
Sui)orintendoncy. The case of ono I,n- 
dian who had given away S70Q worth of 
property at a pollalch and subsequently 
applied for relief, which he only got by 
promising to curb his generous impulses 
in tlui future, is mentioned. The boalth 
of tbe Indians is said to be improving 
throughout tho district.

(Beforo tlm rull Bench.) 

Monday, March 12. 

Application for a writ of certiorari. 

Mr. .Tohnsou on tha hearing of the rule 
nisi for the purpose of opening a certior- 
ari I) biiiie up ihii i:oiivictiou of C. F. 
Houghton, raised a pieliaiiuary objection 
that although notice of tho application 
hud been given to tho niagistrato, yet tho 
Act required tliat that part should be stat- 
ed on oath. Tho Court considered tho 
objection although purely technicftl, ono 
which ought to have boeu compile, I with 
aiul couHout 'd to Mr. J.)rako moving at 
once for a rule ab.soluto, ou tiling tho lu- 
cossftry athdavit. 

Mr. Drako then moved the tJoiirt for a 
writ of certiorari on tho grounds: 

1. That tho oonviotion was bad because 
it did not show that the consent was given 
although required by the summary trial 
by Consent Act. 

2. Th it the conviction diil not follow 
tho Hummuns, tho conviction being for 
two oil'euceH, although only one offence 
was laid iu tlio summons. 

3. That the conviction shows a legal re- 
sult without Hpecifyiug the facts to justify 
it. 

4. That tho conviction was mado under 
an Act ivliich is e.x.pros'.ly excluded from 
the Humiuary trial by Consent Act, 

Tho argument addrcs.scd to tho Court 
by Mr. Drake pointed out that though tho 
Act importing the Criminal Law of Cana- 
da into British Columbia t'Sjiressly stated 
what net was to apply, auil iu the schu- 
ilulo to that, ill br.ickots, words were in- 
serted taking away tho iionsout of ])artios 
ehorged, thus iiialiiiig tho schedule and 
act directly coutradictory, tho Act makes 
UBe of enacting words, the sche.lnjo iioes 
nothing of the kind and under tlio au- 
thorities cited tho scliedule must givo way 
as being contradictory, aud in adilitiou to 
this the act jjiuporls to take away trial by 
jury, and tliuielurc under the general rul'o 
of coustructi(ui tho act h is to bo strictly 
iutorpreti) 1, In all cases ivhoroa schodulo 
is made part of an ftct, it is expressly so 
stated; iu this case it is not. 

On the second point Col. Houghton 
was sujninoued for an aggravated assault 
by striking IMr. i\Iclv. Smith with a stick, 
and tho conviction is for siriking with a 
stick aud for cutting and wounding, 
which, under tho authcjrities cited, makes 
the conviction bad, as tho defendant does 
not know which ofiibnce he has to meet, 
and the words in the Act aro dis'junctive 
wliich shows that they are .separate of- 
fences. 

On the third point, all the anthoritios 
show that tho facts must bo statud nuill 
cientlj' clear to enable the Couit :o 
judge whcr, thoy constitute tho oHenco 
for which tho defendant purports to bo 
convicted. Mr. Druko quoted several au- 
thorities in support of this proposition. 

On tbe fourUi point, tbe conviction was 
made on the form, applicable to tho suiu- 
mary trial by Justices of tho Peace, which. 
Act was by 17 sec. of the fiumniary trial 
by Consent Act e.vpresily excluded from 
all prouoediAgs under tho latter Act. 

The Court then adjourned to enable 
Mr. Johnson to look into authorities. 

March 14tli. 

Mr. Johnson in showing cause, first 
contended that tho schedule and tho acts 
v;ere to be construed by the interpretation 
act, that all acts of Parliament were to be 
coniidered remedial and to have the 
largest construction possible, and there 
fore tho schedule should be taken as part 
of tho act. Tho court pointed ont that 
tho act and sclioduJo wore absolutely 
antagonistic and whioh was to govern, 
tho enacting part of tho act iu tho scliu- 
dulo. The Chief Justice referred to 
King v. Green, Adolphus k Eilis 518. 

Justice Gray referred to tho Canadian 
stAtuto applying the criminal law of tbe 
Dominion to Now Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, ju which the acta applied were 
made jiart of tho enacting part of tho 
statutes. 

Mr. Johnson contended that tho sum- 
mary trial by Consent Act, shows that 
there aro cases in which tho Magistrate 
can act without consent and therefore 
consent need not always bo askod for. 

Tho Court— There are a great many 
Justices of the Peace iu British Colum- 
bia appointed fi>r divers reasons, into 
which you need not inquire, but it would 
be a must serious matter if a Magistrate 
on a charge for assault can convict a per- 
son for larceny, alleging that no consent 
was necessary, and the man woald be 
without a remedy. 

Mr. .Tohuson eoLtended that under 
(Jnnfederation the existing laws of Brit- 
ishColumbia remained iu force, and that as 
tho statute was in force until tiie schedule 
was passed, therefore it couhl not ba 
said that tho schodulo was a r(ipeal of an 
act that was not in force. 

The t;iiief .Tustico — There aro two 
points of great imerest whiidi wo thiuk 
might bo protitubly di-cuisscd. If this 
is a country where a mau charged with 
assault can be convicted of larceny I 
think tho sooner ull dedeut men leave the 
country the better. 

The court granted tho application and 
tho certiorari ^vill i-isuo leturimVdo on 
Wednesday the 21st instant at 12 o'clock. 

Military District No 11. 

The annual report of Major Gener- 
al Selby Smith has been publiv^cd ut Ot- 
tawa. The only part of interest to our 
readers is tho report of Lieut. Col. 
Houghlon, Deputv .nljutant General of 
Militia for British Coluiubia. Tho Col- 
onel gives the ciheieiitmililia force at 200. 
Ho attribu'^s tho failure of tho Nanaimo 
rillos to report for inspection to the fail- 
\.f the commanding olficerof the com- 
i)ii.-iy to notify his men of bis (< ;ol. llaugh- 
tun's) intended visit. The Viclorii Killo 
Cor|,>s is roportcdinaii efil.nonl ccuidition, 
mi most of tho men have signed their 
.oa:linest to rejoin for another term. At 
Now vA'oslminster only 20 men reported 
lor inspection. Tiieso were in a high 
slino of 'elliciency. The corps has sinco 
disbanded; but will reform if a now s( t of 
oliicers of their own selection or api)rovul 
are aDpoiiitod. The Seymour Ariillory 
piac'ico is tle.scribcd as fair considering 
the slight opportuuities thoy have had 
for practice, no ammunition having been 
supplied them till recently. Tho target 
practice of tho Militia generally is stated 
to bo not very satisfaclory in consequencG 
of the reduction in thoftUowaiico ofamiuu- 
nition f rom -iO to 15 rounds por inun, The 
slack musters are attributed to tho same 
cau.so, and it is mentioned that the nid- 
form is distasteful to tho men.
